At a meeting of the Corporation, 
held last Wednesday, one of the most 
Important mattci-s oi (iihcutsloii wa.s 
the lengthening of the ses-slon of the 
Arts course. It has been the opinion 
of the different faculties for some 
time past that it would be advantage- 
ous to both students and professors 
if a ronvocatlon of all faculties could 
bo iK'ld at the l)eginning of June. At 
I lie present time the convocation of 
Arts, Science and Law is held in May 
iiiul tliat of Medicine In the early 
part of JuJic. The Fiu-nlty of Arts 
reported Wednesday tliai li wan ready 
to make Ihe chanse, whlili would 
make tlto convocation of Aru fail on 
the same date as that of Medicine. 

It waa finally decided to form a 
committee to approach the other 
faculties on tli*f Kubject, .sinec l<Mig-th- 
cnlng tihe Arts term would Involve 
Changes in a number of combined 
courses, affecting the work of other 



The second meetlng,of the Mechani- 
cal Club was held on Wednesday 
evening, December 4, in Room 63, In 
the Engineering Building, at 8.16. 
About 35 members w«re present, and 
considerable enthuelaam was In evi- 
dence. President J.|g. Hall occupied 
the chair. 1 

The first paper ' wààr'read by J. 
O'Halloran, Sd. '21, and dealt with 
Pulp and Pai)er Manufacturing In tbe 
Abltibi Pulp and Paper Co.'s plant. 
Special attention was given to the 
problems Vhat must be solved in hand- 
ling the tremendous quantities of 
wood which are used, by means of 
conveyors and elevators. It was with 
these problems that the speaker was 
connected during the past summer 
vacation, and 'his presentation of the 
subject showed a thorough knowledge 
which only practical' experience can 
produce. 

Ho also described the mechanical 
and chemical processes of pulp mak- 
ing, both of which are used in the 
plant; and also tbe methods and 
machines for making this pulp into 
paper, principally news^^rint. The 
output of the plant is 260 tons per 
day, and when the now machinery 
now being Installed Is in operation, 
'the output will be 500 tons per day — 
the largest in Canada. The paper was 
illustrated by an excellent set of 
photographs and slides, and showed 
the result of careful preparation. 

A short business discussion fol- 
lowed, during w)hicb an announce- 
ment was made regarding the next 
trip, and plans for a dinner to be held 
after the Christmas vacation wore 
also di.scusscd. 

After a brief Intermlsslpn. the 
second paper was given by D. H. Mac- 
Farjane, Sd. '21, on Mech'anical i>ulp 
Manufacturing, the detailed dèicrip- 
tlon of which both interested and in- 
structed a very appreciative audieuco. 
He explained the efforts which the 
Brompton Pulp and Paper Oq. are 
making to keep the quality of the 
pulp product as uniform as possible 
and to cut down the losses wihlch 
accrue during the progress of manu- 
facture. These things presented 
many perplexing problems, the solu- 
tion of which called for a high degree 
of technical skill and ingenultyi Tbe 
paper was also .fully illustraited with 
slides. 

Thot these papers wore of supreme 
interest to the club was borne out by 
the discussion whlcfh followed, dur- 
ing which the speakers Were called 
upon. to answer many questions and 
explain uncertain points. 

Prof, C. M. McKergow, the Hon. 
President, then made a few remarks 
by way of helpful criticism, which 
added greatly to the Instructive value 
of bearing the papers, especially to 
the members of the Junior years. 
Priif. A. It. Iloborts also spoke briefly, 
and emphasized the field for further 
investigation and possible improve- 
ment In the things upon which Mr. 
MacFarlanê's paper dwelt. 

After a well deserved vote of thanK.s 
to the speakers, the •raoeling ad- 
journed to Room 35, where considera- 
tions of a higher vein were taken up, 
or i-aUier put down, vU., refresh- 
racnt.i, ice-cream and cake. Of Uio 
success of tile' mëepng ihere was no 
question.'

AN UNDERGRADUATE 

EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 

N A problem which is of no little practical impoffancT tô" the iv<?r- 
age student, who is obliged at more or less frequent intervals to make 
a studied examination as to the possibilities of his financial resources, 
is that of obtaining vacational employment. 

Sessional months slip by and in an incredibly short space of time 
the examination-weary undcrgraduute is confronted with the pressing 
problem of obtaining the temporary employment which will bring 
him the necessary funds with which to resume his studies next session 

It is often— in f«ct as a rule— a difficult matter for the average 
man to sell his services for the four or five vacational months of the 
year. The difficulty lies not in the lack of employment but rather 
in the absence of any systeiiiatic means of bringing employers into 
to'achvwith would-be student employees. Obviously what is needed 
Ts an organiafion of some kind representing the Undergraduate body 
— ■ Labor Bure.au connected with the University and so advertised 
as to become the recognited medium between employers seeking col- 
lege men and the students. I 

Something of this nature was within the last year or two inau- 
gurated in connccUon- with the Graduate Society for the benefit of 
its members. 

Such a bureau would entail very little expense and might con- 
ceivably be carried on as a department of the Univeirsity Offices. 
Once established — rhe accoinplishincnt of which would naturally re- 
quire something in the way of initial advertisement — such an employ- 
ment Bureau might quite readily be made self-supporting and almost 
automatic in its operation. It would eventually assume what would 
virtually be the character of a clearing house for the distribution- of 
available unemployed Undergraduates. 

That such an innovation would receive the enthusiastic approba- 
tion of rhe Student body is beyond question. It would satisfy a very 
vital need and would materially assist the impecunious student in his 
endeavors to surmount what are very often formidable barriers along 
the road of learning.

Harold McEvcre, B.Arch., followed 
.Mr. Durnford with a very enthusl- 
osltc ami tMilightciiiiiK address ou the 
research work he has been doing this 
(all among old French-Canadlau 
buildings. 

Mr. Durnford, after giving the gen- 
eral route of tbo lour — .Mmilreal, 
Glasgow. Kdiiiburgh, Melrose, Dur- 
ham, York, Lundoii, Havre, Mont St. 
Michèle, Southamptou, Salisbury, 
London, Oxford, Wells, Liverpool, 
Montreal — and recounting many of 
tho amusing incidents which occurred 
lo them on tho way, illustratrd their 
travels with lantern siidca and many 
of his own sketches, mauy of which 
were made under advors^ clrcum- 
stauecB. 

Alter (lc:iliiiR thus .summarily 
with his trip and tho work covered, 
Mr. Durnford took It upon himself as 
a Senior to give a great deal of advice 
to tho Junior year men as regards the 
means of making the; trip, tbo ma 
tcrlal to tako along, the method ot 
working and laying out. your routo 
and means of gaining aUmliision to all 
tho hnlldlngs of Importanco. In ling 
land, a card of the R.B.A., and In 
France a cord of the Doaux Art will 
gain admittance to pnictically all 
buildings. " Mr. Durnford also laid 
great stros.s on tho vuluo to thv hUi 
dent of such a trip, a\»d urged that 
all to whom it was at all possible to 
mnko it. 

Mr. Durnford created a great Im 
pt-esislon, and a number of members 
have secured passages already. 

The second speaker ot tho ovonlng 
was Mr. McKvers, who Is tho first 
who has won the Scholarship of tho 
P,Q,A,A, This scholarship Is gr/inted 
to tho ont! who aubinlts Kke.tchus of 
a .sufficiently high standard. The 
winner is thus expected to go about 
tho Province measuring ani| drawing 
and ropovcrlng as much as possiblo 
of what Ik jual. now being brought to 
light, namely I^^arly French ArcbUec- 
turc in tho Province of Quebec. 

As Mr. McEvors waw practically 
tbo first to attack tho field in this 
manner, lie was at first a llttlo he 
fogged as to where 'to begin. Hfi, how 
ever started in at Caughuawaga 
spending iMvçral days there, and 
thcnco proceeded to Quebec, and 
from there along tho Nor.th Shoro ot 
tho St. Lawrence through St.Olschelle, 
St. Patil, Bale les Bt)oulcments, 
(.'liiirlcliourg, n«>auport, Islo of Orleans 
and, lastly, Thrco Hivers; 

In working in tho different places 
y.lr, McBvors succeodod in obtaining 
a great nunvbor of very interesting 
sketcho.s of Frenrli-Canadian build- 
ings, d<corallv<! forms, dntalls and 
also from tho pricK'.s and other.^ 
gathered a wealth of historical ^nd 
traditional Information. 

Mr. McBvera was working in this 
manner in tljo Pro%inco for six weeks, 
covering a great deal of ground on 
his bicycle. He should certainly be 
proud of the work which he accom- 
plished in that short time. Ills ad- 
dress was so full of interesting data 
and enthusiasm that when ho con- 
eluUiKi by naively explaining his at- 
tempt to win the favor of the nuns In 
a seminary at Three Rivers, so that ho 
might get within and e\amino^ the 
place (which attempt was .Unsuccess- 
ful) , his hearers were filled with., an 
onthuitinam for French-Canadian 
work, of whose existence they ha^ 
hitherto been practically unaware. 

.Mr. McEvore' address should im- 
press those who are unable to make'a 
trip to the Continent with the fact 
that there is no lack of material for 
sketching uud meaauriug right bore 
wlthiu our own province. 

Tho meeting was an entire succcbh 
and very suitable, and, as usual with 
refreshments.

"The Medical Undargradu.itc .Society 
was addressed lost night by Prof. J. 
L. Todd on the tubjeot of "Medical 
Research Commissions." The speaker 
dealt principally with two particular 
expeditiona In wdilcb ho was engaged, 
one up the Cong" Rlvor, and tho other 
to Poland. In Africa, the chief dls)- 
ease which was being combattett 
was trjrpanosomiasis or'sleeping sick- 
ness, and each step of the voyage up 
tho Congo was pictured by lantern 
slides, which ^greatly helped each 
member of the audience to appreciate 
the importance of the expedition and 
the obstacles that were overcome. 
The equipment consisted of all kinds 
of ratlonfw including that variety 
which ui»ablcd the mcmbera of tho 
Commission to cultivate very In- 
timately tho arquaintance .ind friend- 
ship of tho diffcre'ht native chiefs. 
Kxperlmonlal animals, chiefly cattle 
and monkeys, wore taken along for 
tho purposes of Innoculation, and by 
thçBo and other means the specific 
ralcro-organitfni causing trypanoso- 
miasis was studied. 

Tho second expedition of which 
Prof. Todd spoke was tho "Typhus 
Research Commission to Poland," and 
all tho principal work performed by 
Its nif-nibera wa.s ably dealt with. Dr. 
Todd concluded hin address with a 
fow words of advice to the. members 
present, saying that he hoped, each 
student would do at least one little 
bit of research work after graduation, 
o that all might have the satisfoc- 
ion of knowing that somothiug, 
however small It be, was added to th'i 
world's knowledgo by thom. 

A hearty rate of thanks was 
tendered by Mr. Learoyd ■ and 
seconded by Mr. Murray, after which 
refreshments were served.

simple reason that th^o- have dlffor- 
ent functloDH to [n-rform.

by those who wish to have dirf<>r'!>nt 
desires satisfied by different means.

TWh 
failure Is not due to the Kdllor-in- 
(Ibief, who roalizec this deficiency In 
our college life and Is tryiilg: to re- 
medy it, but is due entirely to diffi- 
culties which extend l/eyond biH con- 
trol. A dally paper. Iicrnuse of its 
own function, rannnt adequately per- 
form that particular work to which 
tbe form of a monthly review Is espo- 
clally adapted. 

The next objectlt>n Is that the Stu- 
dents' Council cwnnidcr» such an ox- 
presslon of ntudonl opinion an dan- 
Kprous. We liav(» jiow to consider 
Ltlilt^nieant by tho term dani^irous

IQR%iflnltlbni Perhaps no two people

It was proposed, as I un- 
jderstand it. lhat all copy should be 
iprenented to tills body for their crltl- 

tlsiii and ii-nsorshlp. It would he 
' gonerully admitted that such mon are 
I reliable. The Studentif' Council np- 
I parently thinks otherwise for they 
! have given their opinion that even 
! such a safeguard Is "dangerous." If 
I the f'ouncll knows the name of tho 
I chairman of this proposed committee, 
j then their remark In this connectiop 

can be regarded as nothing less than 

lnBolnn<p. 

1 Tlip third reason siven If that no 
I pu))lication should ho jiroduccd un- 
less ennclloned by the Students' Coun- 
cil. This obviously, is no reason at 
all. It Is simply staling a matter 
of fact and not giving us a reason 
for tliat fart. 

, The lust reason Klven is thai the 
executive staff should be more truly 
representative of the sludenl body. 
Now representation in a political 
sense is un ^dmlrable thing, but there 
Is danger of the idea being carried 
too far. It sccius tu be the opinion 
of the Students' Council that any 
magazine at the university should at- 
tempt to express opinions which are 
acceptable to the entire student body 
or at least to the larpe hulk of them. 
The work of an editorial staff, in 
Midi H case, becomes an arduouf> 
■natter of collecting opinions, unaly- 
Izlng tbem, classifying, comparing and 
j rejecting them until, under this pro- 
IcesB of scientific procëdtirë tiiéy stic- 
jcecd In finding what might be called 
the Lowest (.'ommon .Multiple of stu- 
dent opinion. Then, they think, would 
we have ideas that we could safely 
publish; then would we represent the 
real thought of the University; then 
would the publication be read with 
avidity by every student at McGtll 
Instead of the few who are interested 
in these topics. But Imagine what 
interesting reading it would provide- 
only those things which every one 
knows, only those opinions which 
every one already holds. We must 
really reosBure ourselves that It Is 
fl. monthly review which Is do^red 
and not a first grade oopy-book. 

This 1 admit, Mr. Editor, is a case 
of reductio ad absurdum; but there is 
something further to be considered 
in the matter of being "representa- 
tive." For instance, how arc we to 
know whether a certain altitude is 
"representative" or not? Surely not 
by the number of people responslblo 
for its production. It is physically 
Impossible for a pen, in the concrete, 
to be held by more than one person, 
not, as in. the abstract, by the whole 



student body. Any article that if 
written, then, or any opinion ex- 
pressed must be the Immediate pro-' 
duct of only one hand oir brain. And 
tbe same thing ia also true of all the 
most successful weekly reviews, for 
the London Spectator, to lake an cx- 
ampU-. Is Mr. StraclK-y and .Mr. Slra- 
chey IB 'lie Si)ectator To say that 
ibe Speiriator i.-i therefore not repre- 
sentative iH ridiculous. Yet as far 
as the producing of the paper goe^ 
it la representative nf only one man 
It Is seen, then thai (he composition 
of the editorial hoard has little to do 
with the quextlon. 

How then can the meaning of "re- 
presentative" be determined? We 
believe that the only way Is not by 
referring it to the number of its 
writers, but to the numl)cr of Its 
readers. This it i.-, and thi.s aloTif. 
which determines the "repre>aonta- 
tiveness" of a paper, in whatever 
sense that word is used. It cannot 
ho correctly Judged by oven the 
shrewdest of men, nor crm it he de- 
termined a priori. The only way in 
which It can he coriertly determined 
Is by giving the paper a try to see If 
It works. If the proposed paper, or 
any other, is not representative of 
any conslderoble body of opinion It 
win go to tin- wall as all such papers 
do and should. 

On tho other hand, if its àrticles 
prove of Interest and are well re- 
ceived then we may have a monthly 
of which the students are proud, ful- 
filling a definite function which con- 
flicts with that of no other collesc 
organ. It would he it small matter 
to Kive UiIh tiling a trial. We can- 
not see that it runs counter in any 
way to the. "Daily": the editorial po- 
licy would be properly safeguarded 
by members of the faculty; and it 
would have to prove Itself to be "ro- 
presentatlve" or otherwise. Many 
memfbers of the staff and many stu- 
dents believe that there is room for 
a monthly review. Is it asking loo 
much to give it a trial and see if It 
works? If it doesn't there Is little 
harm done. If It doep it mipbt give 
us something worth while. 

May I state in closing that I have 
no connectloii whatever with this 
proposed review and little or no 
knowledge of the editorial viewpoint 
which It desires to express. It would 
deal chiefly, 1 believe, with ((ucstions 
of the day and In that respect may 
be of value.

Sir,— 

I should like to draw the atten- 
tion of the men and women of .McGIII 
to the concert which Is bcInR kIvoii by 
the McOIII Students' Orchestra in the 
Union on Sunday afternoon next. 

The Students' Orchestra was 
formed some years ago by a small 
band of enthusiasts, and during the 
period prior to tho war attained to 
considerable importance In tho 
student activities of the University. 
In the general disorganization 
brought about by the war, however, 
the' orchestra, with many other 
societies, suffered an enforced sun- 
pension of activities, and it has bce.i 
a matter of considerable difficulty to 
regain the ground lost during those 
five years—a difficulty that has not 
yet been entirely overcome. ' 

Last year, after heroic efforts on 
tho part of the members, a concert 
was Hlven during tlio early part of 
March, with a success far in excess 
of that originally onticipated. . But 
one concert duVlkig 'the session does 
not Justify the existence of an. organi- 
zation the primary object of which is 
not concert work, hut the provision 
of mufiic at those College functions 
which arc not complete without i'. 

The reason why concerts are slvon 
at all Is purely u financial one ; the 
Students' Orchestra is supported by 
the Council, and thin support. thou.:;li 
generous. Is necessarily Inudequate 
to meet the demands made upon i' | 
by the orchestra In its present 
struggling and comparatively inex- 
perienced state. The 'only way in 
which to relieve the situation is by 
gUing a series of concerts — which 
also serves to train the member!^ for 
that work for which the organization 
was originally formed, and to which 
It is especially fitted. 

The programme for Sunday's con- 
cert, published In yesterday's "Diily," 
has been carefully selected wiih a 
vlu>v to' meeting all demands. Tho 
vocalists are all rising musicians, 
and Messrs. Presner and Clossey are 
still students of McOlli. Tho 
orchestra Is under the direction of 
Mr. J. J. Gagnler, bandmaster of the 
Canadian Grenadier Guards, whose 
name Is too well known to neel com- 
meut 

In accordance with the .pid estab- 
lished custom, admUtance will l:o 
free, and It is hoped to cover e.\- 
pcnses by a silver collection. 

Students of McGill should sec to It 
thnt music have its rightful piacc m 
Tollege life; It is a lastini; shams 
and reproach that the IJnlvorslt.v, 
with a student roll of over 2.0Q(>, can- 
nit support, in addition to the McOllI 
Orcheetra, under the direction of the 
Cunsen'storlum, a small, but cuin- 
pctent, band of muslclun:> capable of 
olflclatlng at the numerous functions' 
vhere music— of a decidedlv inferior 
nature — is at present supplied by uii- 
olficial organizations.
